declaration of attitude. 
So it is to 


expected Mexico soon will align 


itself with the Entente Allies in ac- 
cordance with the forecast from El 
Paso. 
Carranza may still enterUin 


a spirit of resentfulness against ^he 
Jnited States; 
he may have no 


friendly feeling for the British; but 


cannot fail to see on which side 


of the Mexican bread the butter is 
spread. Beyond that he must realize 
that if Mexiea is to achieve anything 
of its worthy aspirations to indepen- 
dence under which it can work out 
ts national destiny in its own way, 
iis country cannot hold aloof from 
the great democracies of the world. 


Mexico's great need today is capi- 


tal with which to 
develop its re- 


sources. It can secure capital only 
>y marketing its products. The most 
mportant of these are raw materials 
greatly needed by the warring na- 
tions." The Entente countries are 
the- only ones, to which deliveries can 
be made and which can pay for what 
they take. 
Obviously Mexican com- 


merce depends upon Carranza's main- 
lining good • relations 
with 
the 


United States and its Allies. And 
good faith must be observed by Mex- 
ico. 
Germany can grant her no re- 


lief and no favors now; the future 
holds no prospect that German good 
will will be valuable in the future. 
Mexico must accord the Allies com- 
mercial opportunities 
commensurate 


wU'h their requirements. Thus she 
will provide for her immediate needs 
and secure a guarantee of protec- 
tion to her national rights in 
the 


years to come. 
All the troubles of 


Mexico in the past have been due to

Provide a false bottom"ol wooden 


lattice work, cross piece* of wood, 
or coarse wire netting for your clean 
wash boiler or other large, deep ves- 
sel to be used for sterilizing. 


Fill the vessel with clean water 


so that the boiling water will cover 
the tops of the jars or cans. Begin 
heating the water so that it will be 
boiling violently" by the time the 
containers are packed. 


See that all cans or jars are in 


good condition and absolutely clean. 
Scald them 
thoroughly. Use new 


rubber rings and 
scald them just 


before putting them on ttie jars. 
Preparing; Fruits and Vegetables. 


Start with 
clean 
hands, 
clean 


utensils, and clean, 
sound, 
fresh 


products.

Put the jars or cans as soon as

Out of Thnso Plays Always Fail* 


In an article called "Acting—A Part 


Time Job" In the American Magazine 
Walter Priehard Eaton says: 


"Suppose we say that a play is re- 


hearsed on an average of three weeks. 
(Some few are, unfortunately for art, 
rehearsed less, some a good bit more.) 
Now, 
bear In mind the fact, which is 


pretty well established by figures, tliat 
at .present two out of every three the- 
atrical productions in America fail. 
That means the ordinary actor or ac- 
tress, out of three attempts to land a 
salary paying job, works at least nine 
weeks on half pay or less. When you 
further deduct the usual summer va- 
cation time of, say, six weeks and add 
a week, at the least, hunting each new 
job, 
you reach the rather astonishing 


conclusion that the average actor may 
very conceivably lose nine weeks out 
of the fifty-two enitre and nine more 
weeks In large part In other words, 
he is only a part time worker. His 
'munificent' salary doesn't look BO mu- 
nificent when figured on this basis." 


How the .Camera Man Fools Them. 
The life of the camera man who takes 


the weekly news motion pictures Is not 
always one of glory. When Mrs. Tan- 
derrlch, for instance, asks him to take 
a picture of her poodle when he wants 
permission to take pictures of her yacht 
he finds himself between two fires, notes 
the Popular Science Monthly. Either 
he must waste some precious film on 
the dog or he must refuse and be shown 
tie quickest way back. One wise cam- 
era man, however, improvised a fake 
camera crank for such occasions.
